That would be The Commons 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake. Home 
of the historic Butler's Barracks. 
A beautiful, spacious patch of 
greenery nestled next to the 
Shaw Festival, Fort George, and 
across the street from artist 
Trisha Romance 

Partying here is like showing 
skin on Downton Abbey - it's 
just not proper. 

Which is whatmadeMumford 
& Sons' long-awaited show in 
the 'prettiest town in Canada' 
so unique. A rock show? Here? 
A recipe for a whole bunch of 
rich folks guarding their lawn. 

The Commons has hosted 
concerts before - The Tragically 
Hip, City & Colour - but noth¬ 
ing like this: A huge arena band 
in its prime, bringing 30,000 
people through the gates. 

It made for some gorgeous 
visuals, with the massive stage 
framed by trees instead of 
buildings. No city lights, no 
traffic. An oasis hosting one of 
the biggest bands in the world. 

And they played like it. 
Fresh off headlining Bonnaroo 
on Saturday, the British band 
brought their Grammy- 
winning grandeur to The 
Commons.

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Great turnout for historic military building fundraiser

The Friends of Fort George 
and Parks Canada joined 
forces and hosted a fund¬ 
raiser to refurbish the Junior 
Commissariat Officers' 
Quarters (JCOQ), drawing 
100 supporters Friday. 

“Despite the rain, it was a 
great turnout and good way 
to kick off the reconstruction 
project partnership between 
the Friends of Fort George 
and Parks Canada,” said 
Friends of Fort George presi¬ 
dent Tony Chisholm. 

The JCOQ, accessible from 
Veterans Lane and sitting 
amongst trees between 
Butler’s Barracks and 
Memorial Park, has been 
used in many ways by mili¬ 
tary and community organi¬ 
zations. 

Parks Canada interpreters 
led tours of the building’s 
interior and showed poten¬ 


tial architectural options on 
how it could be transformed 
into a fully functional facili¬ 
ty- 

About six options were dis¬ 
played, including one 
extending to the exterior, 
which has the capability of 
accommodating a 40-foot by 
40-foot tent area and up to 
150 people. 

“This is definitely a multi¬ 
year project,” said Elizabeth 
LeBlanc, communications 
officer with Parks Canada. 
"The initial priority is stabi¬ 
lizing the building’s founda- 

LeBlanc said Parks Canada 
was working with an engi¬ 
neering company to estab¬ 
lish a more definitive time¬ 
line to get the process roll¬ 
ing. 

One of the unique restora¬ 
tion challenges is what era to 
restore it to, as there have 
been so many uses for the 
building over the years, she 


"There are so many stories 
to tell about this site and it 
would be great to connect 
them with all future genera¬ 
tions who come to visit the 
site,” she said. 

Chisholm said a "huge 
thank you" to the donors and 
to those who attended. “It's 
great to see the community 
involved.” 

Originally built between 
1816 and 1817, the building 
is the oldest of the four 
remaining 19th century mili¬ 
tary buildings that comprise 
the Butler'sBarracks National 
Historic Site.

The Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Hospital Auxiliary is 
going through a transi¬ 
tion period, with plans to 
re-invent itself following 
the hospital’s closure last 

Auxiliary president 
Marilyn Hurlburt says the 
legal work has not been 
completed to give the 
auxiliary a new name and 
charitable designation, so 
fundraising is on hold 


until that as been done. 

And until that time, the 
successful annual Shredit 
event is also on hold. 

Since volunteers can’t 
fundraise for an organi¬ 
zation in limbo, the very 
popular - and profitable - 
Shredit event has to be 
put off, just for this year. 

Any auxiliary money in 
the bank when the hospi¬ 
tal closed will remain in 
trust until the new volun¬ 
teer organization is incor¬ 
porated, at which point 
they will work out how it 
can best be used for the 
benefit of health care in 
the immunity, said 
Hurlburt. 

The auxiliary member¬ 
ship is in the process of 
identifying opportunities 
in the community to assist 
seniors, such as visiting 


them at home to gather 
more information on their 
needs, creating a NOTL 
Seniors’ Guide to Services, 
and working with the 
NOTL Family Health 
Team to identify programs 
where volunteers can 
offer their support. 

The work will begin 
when the incorporation 
legal work is complete, 
and those who are inter¬ 
ested in being involved - 
men and women - can 
contact Laurie Harley at 
905-468-5600, laurie.har- 
ley@sympatico.ca. 

Volunteers are con¬ 
tinuing the Lifeline ser¬ 
vice in NOTL in the inter¬ 
im, says Hurlburt. 

Auxiliary members are 
very grateful to Meridian 
Credit Union for its con¬ 
tributions to the annual 


Shredit event - it’s is a 
very generous sponsor, 
offering the site, staff who 
volunteer alongside aux¬ 
iliary members, and pro¬ 
viding a sponsorship 
honorarium, says 
Hurlburt. 

There was a significant 
change in the Shredit 
Community Program last 
year, she said. Shredit 
had previously donated 
the truck, driver and 
operating expenses for 
the four-hour event, but 
last year there was no 
donation of the service. 

"The community is so 
supportive, we require 
two trucks for the event. 
Shredit would have been 
in jeopardy last year if 
Meridian had not come 
forward and sponsored 
the cost of the trucks,” 


said Hurlburt. 

“We look forward to 
continuing our very suc¬ 
cessful event with 
Meridian next year. 
Hopefully our community 
supporters can find some 
extra space in their homes 
to store this year's mate¬ 
rial until our 2016 event.”

Seeing is 
believing, right? 


Seeing is believing. Or is 
it? 

We want what we believe 
to be truth to somehow con¬ 
nect with at least one of the 
five physical senses - sight, 
hearing, smell, taste or touch. 
The old proverb goes, “the 
proof of the pudding is in the 

Between the time of Jesus 
being crucified and His 
appearing to the disciples for 
a second time, there was one 
who had yet to see Him reap¬ 
pear. His name was Thomas. 

Upon hearing the other 
disciples' reports of Jesus' res¬ 
urrection from the dead, 
Thomas asserted that he 
would only believe if he could 
see and touch the wounds in 
Jesus’ hands and His side for 
himself 

A week or so later Jesus 
reappeared in the flesh to all 
of His disciples, but addressed 
Thomas immediately, saying, 
“Look, see my wounds and 
put your hands in them. Do 
not be unbelieving , but 
believing.” 

Scripture doesn’t say that 
Thomas ever did touch the 
wounds of Jesus. But it does 
record him replying almost 
instantaneously, "My Lord 
and my God!” Jesus respond¬ 
ed to Thomas, “Because you 
have seen Me, you have 
believed. Blessed are those 
who have not seen and yet 
have believed.” 

Blessed are those who 
have not seen Jesus in flesh 
and blood. I guess that would 
mean me. Deciding to believe 
was one of the more difficult 
decisions 1 ever had to make 
in my life. I was one of those 
who wanted irrefutable 

The older 1 get, rereading 
accounts of people like 
Thomas, hearing stories of 
yesterdays and how God 
works in the lives of so many 
today, I recognize where it 
was that I finally started to 
believe. In wounds, my own 
mortality.

I like 
to reword it this way, "To be 
alive is to be wounded, and to 
be alive and wounded is to 
stand in need of grace.” 

The book of Isaiah records 
that there are two places 
where God dwells, in the 
heavens and in broken peo¬ 
ple. Those who have the cour¬ 
age to say, “I can't, but I 
choose to believe You can.” 

This is where I most often 
see God today - in places 
where people are willing to 
admit that they cannot do this 
on their own. Even believing. 

At Life Abundant Niagara 
this Sunday, we have musi¬ 
cian Randy Stonehill sharing 
in song and story about how 
God is found in the broken 
places. Randy is a Grammy 
nominated artist who will 
share the song, Broken Places, 
that he recently wrote with 
Rob Crosby, the artist who 
penned Martina McBride's 
hit song, Concrete Angel. 

Randy will also share the 
story of his dad's fight with 
Alzheimer’s and how a life¬ 
changing phone call and the 
wonder of God’s touch still 
proves the power in believ¬ 
ing.

This year, Project Zero is 
distributing 3,300 carbon 
monoxide alarms in 15 

Ontario, including 102 
alarms for NOTL residents, 
says Fire Chief AlexBurbidge. 
And to help pay for those 
alarms, Enbidge Gas 
Distribution has donated 
$100,000. 

Detectors are required 
near all sleeping areas, says 
Burbidge - if all the bed¬ 


rooms are on one floor of a 
home, then just one detector 
is needed, but if you have a 
bedroom in the basement, 
you need one there as well. 
If there is a master bedroom 
in one wing of the house and 
kids' rooms in another, that 

alarms. 

Volunteer firefighters
